One-fourth pound of butter 4 pound 
of powdered sugar, beaten to a cream. 
Then beat in the yolks of 3 eggs thor- 
oughly, then add %4% pound of almonds, 
sliced and blanched.

a weakness for golf, though, owing to 
professional claims, he is never likely 
to become a “scratch” player. 

Although American amateur golfers 
of the first water are rarely to be seen 
in the big English tournaments, their 
number being limited to two, Travis 
and Byers, within the past decade, 
yet every summer sees the invasion 
of the famous English. and Scottish 
links b hundreds of American golfers 
of ability. Their visits to this side 
of the Atlantic are made, in many 
cases, solely for the purpose of play- 
ing over and becoming acquainted wit} 
such famous courses as St. Andrews 
and Westward Ho! 

These visits in force to English links 
by American golfers are a matter of 
recent years. Indeed, they. date really 
from Travis’ wir of the amateur cham- 
Pionship of Great Britain, which gave 
an enormous impetus to the interest 
Americans had.in golf as. played on 
this side of the water. The visit of 
Harry Vardon and other English pro- 
fessionais of note to- America also in- 
terested the American of means in the 
English professional and part of the 
time of many of those who now come 
to England is spent in playing with 
Taylor, or Braid, or one of the Var- 
dons. Only after such an experience 
does the true-born enthusiast believe 
that his golfing education is on the 
high road to completion. 

Americans SurplFise Britons, 

But it is not the fact of the Ameri- 
cans’ visit which surprises the Brit- 
ishers so much as it is the methods of 
the trans-Atlantic golfer. In many 
cases the American brings an automo- 
bile with him or, failing that, hires 
one for the period of his stay. By this 
means he can be sure of losing no 
time and of* crowding in play on as 
many of the famous links as possible 
during his stay. A story is told of one 
American who stayed but three weeks 
in the country, yet played on all the 
six championship courses but one, saw’ 
seven of the leading English golfers 
play the games as it should be played 
and as he despaired of ever playing it 
himself, and played a round with no 
less a celebrity than Taylor. Despite 
the fact that he had “hustled” at such 
a rate as to astonish the English, the 
American had a tolerably good idea of 
every course he had played over, could 
discuss the chief features of many of 
the holes and could talk learnedly of 
the weaknesses of “the triumvirate.” 

Again it is related of an American 
party that immediately upon arrival at 
Liverpool they took train for St. An- 
drews, played a round over each of 
the courses and then prevailed on old 
Tom Morris, to be: photographed with 
them in one of the bunkers. That 
comprised the whole of their golfing 
experience in England, yet. they were 
perfectly satisfied. : 

Altogether there are now over seven 
hundred clubs in England alone. ex- 
cluding those confined to workingmen, 
in some of which the subscription is 
only a $1 a year. Each has its links 
and club ,ouse. The-smaHhest of these 
cost at least $15,000, while those at 
Deal, Sandwich, Hoylake and Sunning- 
dale probably cost from $50,000 to $75,- 
000 each. An authority on the game, 
whom I consulted, ‘told. me’ that the 
average of a club’s links and club 
house could net be less’ than $30,000, 
so that the 700 clubs represent an in- 
vestment of- at least. '$20,000,000. So 
far as England alone is concerned the 
most popular. lings are, without doubt, 
Deal and Sandwich, with Hoylake 
(Liverpool) a good third. -Dea} is one 
of the champion courses, and has a 
total length of 6,581 “yards for the 
eighteen ho'es. Sandwich’s length is 
6,148 yards, and Hoylake’s 6,455 yards,

LEVY ON COTTON 


Will Not Pay to Secure 
Guarantee. 
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Manufacturers Unalterably 
Opposed to Additional Tax 
on Cotton,” Is Message At- 
lanta Sends New York. | 


Atlanta has repudiated the idea of 
having an European syndicate insure 
ihe genuineness of American cotton 
bills of lading. 

Opposing the levy of any tax what- 
ever upon the cotton crop, and feel- 
ing that the proposed plan ef insuring 
the genuineness of American bills of 
lading is a reflection upon the business 
integrity of the country, particularly 
the south, Atlanta cotton men, bankers, 
wholesalers and merchants yesterday 
/ went on record as being unalterably 
| opposed to the plan suggested for the 
| settlement of the bill of lading squab- 
'ble which is attracting the attention 
| of two continents at this time. 

Further, the Atlanta Chamber of 
| Commerce, after a confereyce of mem- 
| bers representing the classes named, 
has sent to New York a telegram flat- 
.ly declining to become a party to any 
| agreement such as that which has been 
| proposed by the European bankers now 
iin New York for the purpose of at- 
tempting a settlement of the bill of 
lading question, 

Oppose Additional ‘laa 

“Merchants, cotton buyers, whoiesaic 
; merchants and manufacturers of our 
| chamber are unalterably oposed to any 
adjustment which places an additional 
| tax upon the cotton crop,” the ringing 
| message of repudiation read.

Feel Insult Has Been Offered. 

In this message, the chamber of 
commerce committee on cotton and 
banking, which prepared the message 
at a meeting Saturday morning, set 
out only the sentiments of practically 
every one of the local coiton men, as 
well aS a vaSt majority of the local 
bankers. So far as can be ascertain- 
ed, every cotton man in Atlanta feels 
that the proposition is an insult on 
the face of it, and three of the city’s 
most prominent firms have stated that 
they will either quit the business or 
greatly reduce their export trade be- 
fore they will ever consent to any such 
agreement as the representatives of the 
European banks desire. 

“My firm has already wired that we, 
will not even consider such a propo- 
sition,” said Chester Howard, of Inman, 
Akers & Inman. 

“I consider this the greatest blow 
ever struck at American business pres- 
tige,” is the way J. T. Orme, president 
of the chamber of commerce commit- 
tee on banking, expressed himself. 

“We'll cut down our export business 
to where we can handle it without as- 
sistance from anyone before we'll ac- 
cede to the demand that a European 
syndicate be allowed to guarantee our 
firm’s honesty,” said KE. S. Ehney. 

“The Maddox-Rucker Company 
opposed to it first, last and all 
time,” said G. A. Nicolson. 

Committee Unanimous. 

It was only a few minutes after the 
chamber committee convened for the 
purpose of considering the proposition 
before it was apparent that not a man 
pregent had any idea of even consider- 
ing acceding to the demands of the 
foreign bankers. None were slow in 
expressing themselves freely on the 
matter, and it was only a short time 
until the message telling of how At- 
lanta feels on the question had been 
prepared. 

There were apparently two main rea- 
sons for the position taken by the 
members of the committee. To begin 
with, they are opposed to tle levying 
of any tax whatever upon the cotton 
crop, and in the second place, they feel 
that the demand is not only a reflec- 
tion upon*the business integrity of this 
section, but a discrimination against 
the cotton men, as well. 

It was pointed out that the 
producer, Who already has an 
load to carrv, woyld, under the 
posed plan, be the one on whom the 
expense woould fall. In that cace, it 
was pointed out, he would be paying 
‘for something with which he had 
connection, and against which only 
business precautions were necessary to 
guard. 

“If the Europeans 
lading insured, 
them themselves 
expense,’ said Mr. 
Akers & Inman. 

“This movement is one of rank dis- 
crimination against the cotton men, 
S:nce no such guarantee is required on 
any other export, in spite of the fact 
that losses similar to those of last 
year in cotton have often been sus- 
tained in wheat and corn. There is not 
really a risk of one-tenth of one per 
cent on the crop exported from this 
country. In fact, the losses of last 
year represent practically the total 
loss from fraudulent bills of lading 
the Huropean buyerg have sustained 
within tne past thirty years. And yet, 
in spite of that fact, they wish to levy 
upon the crop a tax which will cost 
the country millions annually. 

“As for the firm I represent, I can 
Say that we will never become a party 
to any such agreement, nor will we 
ever stand for the expense. Our cus- 
tomers in Europe can be satisfied as 
to the genuineness of our bills of lad- 
ing without this, and this in spite of 
what any committee may Say or agree 
upon. 

“The proposal is on the face of it an 
insult to the business integrity of the 
nation, particularly the south, ang I 
believe that we should do as the other 
cities all over the south are doing, 
indignantly refuse to countenance, even 
for a minute, such a propsition.” 

Other Southern Cities Hefusing. 

It developed during the meeting tha: 
cotton men and bankers in many of 
the other southern cites have taken 
practically the same course in this mat- 
ter that Atlanta has, indignantly re- 
fusing to become a@ party to the agree- 
nient.

Convicted of Violating 
Primary Laws. 


Case Involves Dispute as to Re- 


Gilmer County by Registrars, 
Said to Be Partisans of Judge

Governor Brown yesterday granted a 
full pardon to A. H. Burtz, of Gilmer 
county, convicted of violations of the 
State primary law in connection with 
the recent state primary, and to twen- 
ty-one citizens of Gilmer, who on Octo- 
ber 14, just passed, plead guilty to the 
Same charge. 

The case involves the old dispute as 
to the revision of the registration lists 
of Gilmer county by a board of regis- 
trars declared to be partizans of the 
Judge Morris faction in Gilmer county. 

Burtz was tried at the September 
term of cour, and was not allowed 
time to prepare his case or to secure 
counsel, according to attorneys who 
presented the ease to the governor. 
He was found gullty and fined $5090, or 
i2 months in the chain gang. The 
twénty-one others, feeling that they 
had no chance for a fair trial, accord- 
ing to their petition, since the jury 
was made up entirely of men of the op- 
posing political faction, pleaded guilty 
and were fined $20 and costs, makigg 
the total cost about $50 for each man. 

The case was presented to the gov- 
éernor by Attorneys J. P. Brooks, of 
Alpharetta, Charles Griffin of Marietta 
and D. W. Blair of Marietta.

the plan already suggested. Tnere are 
several other ways in which the mat- 
ter may be adjusted, it is pointed out, 
and it ‘is believed that the foreign 
bankers will hit upon one of these 
when they find it impossible to put 
through their present plan. 

Crop Congestion Improbable. 

It is admitted that whatever agree- 
ment is reached, or in case none is at 
present forthcoming, many of the most 
prominent cotton firms in the south 
Will continue to handle their cotton 
practically as they have aiways done. 
Where the firm is well known, and has 
a record for integrity, the European 
buyer will be willing enough to take 
the same bilis of lading they have al- 
ways taken, it is thought, in order to 
get the eotton, which they must have. 

On the whole, however, there is 
thought to ve little prospect vf the 
south’s cotton crop being seriously af- 
fected in its movement by any de- 
cision or laek of agreement, as the 
case may be, between American and 
foreign bankers. That there may be 
some slight hold-up in financing the 
crop in certain sections, is admitted, 
but it is thought improbable that any 
eenerai suspension of the marketing 
process is likely to occur. 

Birmingham Objects, 

Birmingham, Ala, October 15.—At a 
meeting of ali the cotton men of Bir- 
mingham today to consider the pla: 
Suggested by ‘Turopeans for the vali- 
da.ing of fore.gn cotton bills of lading 
it was unanimously decided not to ap- 
prove the plan. The chief objection 
made to it Was that the burden of 
maintaining the guaranteeing corpora- 
tion proposed wili fall upon the farm:- 
ers, and will set a precedent which 
those. at ihe meeting believed wouid 
be hurtful to the cotton industry.

At first. selling was re- 
stricted by early reports stating that 
the West Indian storm was approach- 
ing south Florida and threatened to 
sweep up the south Atlantic coast and 
shortly after the opening prices ral- 
lied 3 or 4 points from the lowest. In 
other respects, the weather news was 
generally favorable, however, there 
being no sign of frost, and when pri- 
vate wires were received from New 
Orleans claiming that there had been 
a change in the course of the tropical 
storm which would earry it out over 
the Atlantic, selling here became 
heavier, as a result of active realizing 
for over Sunday and operations for 
a reaction following the recent rapid 
advance and the new high records of 
vesterday. There seemed to be a con- 
siderab'e demand from trade interests 
on a scale down. but last prices were 
at the lowest of the day. Reviews of 
the dry goods situation were gener- 
ally encouraging. as they suggested 
that the higher prices are paid during 
the week had not checked demand.

‘HEAVY PROFIT-TAKING: 


Stock Market Closed Strong. 
Rally Made at the End 
of the Day. 


New York, October 15.—The rapidity | 
with which prices of stocks have been | 
carried upward this week invited , 
heavy week-end profit-taking today. 
Misgivings of the ability of the money 


| market to stand the strain of active 


stock speculation also induced the 
reduction of speculative lines. Prices 
were bid up again at the end of the 
day to a strong closing. Events both 
at home and. abroad are believed to 
point to higher money markets for the 
rest of the year. The demands on New 
York bank reserves from the interior 
continue, and the exigencies of foreign 
money markets indicate that they wil! 
respond unwillingly to demands for 
relief from New York. The London 
money market was eased today by the 
redemption of $10,000,000 of treasury 
bills. This transaction marks about 
the end of the adjustment of the Brit- 
ish government’s extraordinary  bor- 
rowings last year to meet the budget 
suspension and brings the government 
deposits in the Bank of England back 
to about the normal, with no prospect 
of further relief for the money market 
by long maturities of treasury bills. 
Moreover, the English bank had to 
part with $6,275,000 in gold for ship- 
ment to Egypt today. 

The amount of competition which 
shall develop from the continent on 
Monday for the weekly gold supply 
may decide the question whether the 
Bank of England official discount rate 
shall be advanced to 5 per cent next 
week.

The attempt, 
however, was frustrated because 
prominent refining imterests turned 
loose an enormous volume of buying 
orders after the option reached 8.35c 
and the market instantly rallied well 
above 8.40c, where it was sustained 
during the greater part of the week. 

The spot market was very sensitive 
to small operations. Certain dealers 
secured a few hundred Darrels of oil 
from the south and endeavored to de- 
press the market with their offerings.

New York, October 15.—(Special.)-— 
Of this week's sudden outburst of 
siock exchange speculation for the 
rise, it is probably fair to say that the 
Wall street community has not taken 
it very seriously. The stock exchange 
speculator of 1909 began, as everyone 
knows, in a misconception of*both the 
industrial and the banking s:tuation; 
but it had the outward suspicion of 
profit. Very possibly the somewhat 
spectacular rise in this week’s prices 
had its immediate origin in the urgent 
protecting of their position by specu- 
lators who had “sold short,” in confi- 
dent expectation of apn October money 
squeeze or a very bad showing for the

The whole market has gone down 
faster than anyone anticipated, and in 
spite of support by street trade inter- 
ests. The cotton market goes up as 
fast, in the face of realizing sales by 
the manipulators that believes, and of 
incredulity on the usually ¢xcited 
southern markets. The bank position 
fs abnormally strong in September and 
abnormally weak in October.

Excess of loans over deposita 
increased slightly, and was $25,4 to- 
day, as against $24,900,000 last Satur- 
day, $14,200,000 a fortnight ago and 
$3,600,000 excess of deposits ip this 
weeks of 1909. 

If the home banks and the European 
banks should agree in approving Sir 
Edward Holden’s plan of an independ- 
ent company to guarantee cotton bills 
of lading against fraud or loss, it is 
difficult to see how the cotton trade 
can refuse to consider it. Sir Edward 
and the bankers contend that the guar- 
antee, being 2 part of the operation in 
exchange, would fal! on the European 
purchaser, tn his settlement with his 
banks. The southern cotton exchanges 
assume that the southern shipper 
would haye to pay the fee, and they 
object to the whole proposition on that 
ground. People who have studied the 
system under which the cotton crop 
has hitherto been exported have been 
tempted to make a very similar com. 
ment on that system. Machinery of 
finance and transportation, undér 
which any human being could be sure 
that the cotton was being drawn, or 
whether, indeed, that particular cotton 
was actually in existence, was a sys- 
tem better suited to the sixteenth thay, 
the twentieth century. 

There are details to the problem to 
be worked out in any plan, among 
them the vexed question as to who will 
be mulcted for the suggested guaran- 
tee.

LOST MOST OF ADVANCE 


Week-End ope, of 
the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Market. 


New Orleans, October 15.—Cotton fu- 
tures this week closed at an advance 
of 11017 points over last week. The 
low prices were made on Monday when 
the trading months were 10 to 22 
points under last week’s final quota- 
tions.

on cotton itself. This was immediately 
rejected by every cotton exchange in 
the south. The failure to settle this 
question had not a little to do with 
the lower trend of the market toward 
the close, 

The tropical storm caused much 
nervousness throughout the week. On 
Friday it looked as if the storm was 
about to pass out over the Atlantic 
ocean, but during the Saturday session 
the weather bureau put out a bulletin 
Stating that there was a _ possibility 
that the disturbance would recurve 
over the Florida peninsula. This re- 
vived fears that damage might be done 
the cotton districts of the south At- 
lantic coast. In other respects the 
weather of the week was very favor- 
able, and Texas sent in reporis of an 
encouraging development of its top 
crop in consequence. 

In the spot market, prices advanced

last year. Sales on the spot amounted 
to 3,130 bales, against 2,420 last week

TAKE OUT CATCHER 
NOT THE PITCHER 


Connie Mack Says . Back- 
stop Is Usuallv at 
Fault. 


Jimmy Casey and Connie Mack held 
a.fanning bee at Bennet park a few 
weeks ago. Three of Connie's pitchers 
were warming up, says a clever writer 
in The Detroli News. 

“Jim, I wast thinking of the people in 
the stands. You have heard them yell 
‘Take him out,’ when the pitcher is 
going bad, but did it ever occur to 
them that there might be something 
wrong with the other end of the bat- 
tery, the catcher?’ 

“T'll confess, Connie, 
thought of that myself.” 

“Well, it's true,” continued Connie. 
“IT was a catcher myse'f and I know. 

“Now, you often see a pitcher being 
hit freely; it may be that pitcher's 
fault and again it may not. . Chances 
are about out of every 100 that it 
isn’t the fault of the pitcher. , 

“The catcher gives the signals and 
it often happens that the catcher fails 
to guess the batter. A catcher Is sup- 
posed to know the weak points of a 
batsman and asks for balls he may fall 
down on. 

“This catcher may go elong for sev- 
eral innings and guess the batters 
right and then he may start guessing 
them wrong.

School Children Spread 
Disease,SaysDr. Kennedy, 


Sixty-Seven Cases of Diphtheria | 
in Atlanta Now, and Six. 
Deaths in Past Two Weeks. 
Doctors to Examine Chil- 
dren’s Throats. 


There are now sixty-seven cases of 
diphtheria in the city and during the| 
past two weeks there have been six) 
deaths. The leading physicians regard 
the® present type of the disease as 
more fatal than has been in the recent 
past. 

The disease is being spread through 
the children who: attend the public 
schools, according t® a report made 
by Dr.. J. P. Kennedy; health officer, 
to. the board of health.. Dr.. Kennedy 
states that a great many people look 
upon diphtheria as a disease which 
always makes -the patient very ill, 
when such is not the case. In many 
eases, he states, children can have! 
diphtheria in so mild a form as to re- 
gard it as merely a case of simple sore 
throat and those afflicted can g0 
about, attend school, and while doing 
so can spread the disease the same as 
those who have severe cases. 

Disease Among Schoo] Children. 

Dr... Kennedy says that a large ma- 
jority of the cases are school ¢hildren, 
-and he believes those who are not 
school children catch the infection 
from children who attend the schools. 

To the board of health Dr. Kennedy 
stated that some parents, rather than 
have their children stopped from 
school, instruct them to deny that they 
have sore throat. 

As the malady is spreading and be- 
cause the infection Is being spread in 
the schools, Dr. Kennedy has been in- 
structed by the health board to co- 
operate with the ‘school authorities 


with a v.ew of making an examination | 
of the throats of all the school chil-' 
dren. To carry on this work a num-| 
ber of competent physicians will be} 
employed’so that the examination can 
be made‘in a few days.. When. a child 
is found whose throat is affected such 
pupil will be sent home and kept there 
until all danger is passed. 
Statement by Health Officer. 

In speaking of the matter, Dr. Ken- 
nedy said:

Safety Appliances. 


Commerce Commissi 
to Address Presbyterian 


Mass Meeting. 


Washington, October 15.—Uniform 
Standards for the equipment of rail- 
way oars and locomotives with safety 
appliances were prescribed today by 
an order issued by the interstate com- 
merce commission, 

This order is the result of a long 
continued agitation for uniformity in 
the equipment of cars. 

All the appliances covered by the 
commission’s orders are now used on 
cars, with the exception that two ad- 
ditional ladders are required on cer- 
tain classes of cars, and two additional 
steps are required on ali cars. 

The change which will be brought 
about by the new order will compel 
all cars to be equipped alike, and the 
commission can enforce the desired 
uniformity. 

Although the statement as made by 
the railroads that the proposed 
changes in the standards would cost 
American railways immediately ap- 
proximately $50,000,000, the commis- 
sion is of opinion that “compliance 
with the order will not cause any un- 
due expense to the railroads,” as the 
order applies entirely to new equip- 
ment and is immediately effective 
only with respect to new cars. A suf- 
ficient amount of time will be granted 
to the railroads to equip their old 
ears with the new standards, as the 
cars, from time to time, are relegated 
to the shops for repairs. 

Pathetic interest attaches to the pro- 
mulgation by the commission of Its 
order establishing 4efinite safety ap- 
pliance standards. Secretary Edward 
A. Moseley, of the commission, who 
has devoted nearly a third of a cen- 
tury to the work of obtaining these 
standards and to the securing of the 
enactment by congress of safety appli- 
ance and employers’ Hability legisla- 
tion. collapsed from an attack of heart 
disease on the very day the agree- 
ment as to the standards was reached.

The Message From Airship. 

This is the message: 

“6:50 p. m., 5 miles southeast of Scot- 
land Hghtship, passed Wellman’s bal- 
loon America. Was at that time one- 
quarter mile from us. Weather very 
foggy. Balloon seemed to be making 
about 15 knots an hour. Was heading 
northeast. All looked well. Looked 
like large sailing vessel up in the air 
to us. Seemed very close to water. 
The operator in the balloon flashed the 
Como operator that all was well, and 
they were progressing fine—-Como.” 


From Sandy Hook to Absecon light 
at Atlantic City is 82 miles, so the 
airship was approximately 78 miles 
from ‘the starting point when she sig- 
nalled the Como. Of course, more than 
this distance was probably covered, as 
the craft undoubtedly did not travel in 
a straight course. 

Atiantic City, N. J., October 15.— 
Sailing into a thick fog that hung 
low over the Atlantic ocean early to- 
fay, Walter Weliman, with a crew of 
five men, is tonight believed to be on 
an epbch-making voyage to Europe in 
the huge cigar-shaped airship America, 

Starting from the beach a few min- 
utes after 8 o'clock, the big air craft 
was soon out of sight of the cheering 
crowd that saw the big balloon go into 
the air.

Last Message From Wellman. 

The last message received from 
Wellman late this afternoon was to 
the effect that the course had been 
laid for the north’ passage from New- 
foundland, and that speed had been 
to 15 knots an hour for the purpose 
of saving the gasol.ne fuel. 

Enough gasoline is being carried to 
keep the America’s engines go ng for 
at least fifty days under the low- 
speed pressure. The airship is equipped‘ 
with provisions for thirty days, and a 
27-foot lifeboat is carried. I¢ the ship 
gets into difficulty in the way of mo- 
tor trouble to the two 80-horsepower 
engines and a donkey eng ne, which it 
carries, the wireless will be depended 
upon to summon ships. 

Should the whole structure collapse 
the crew will take to the lifeboat and, 
being in the track of steamers, expect 
to be picked up without drifting long 
in the ocean.

‘Gas Bag 228 Feet Long. 


The airship’s zas bag is something 
of the shape of a cigar, and ‘igs 22% 
feet long. It’s width is about 52 feet 
and is said to be capable of lifting 
about twelve tons. The envelope car- 
rying the gas weighs more than two 
LOons, 

Attached to the big gas bag is a car 
156 feet long. The floor of the car is 
really a large flat tank in Which rea 
sasOline is stored for the motors. The 
America carries three gasoline engines, 
one of which is a doukey and the oth- 
er two are used for motive power. 


They are in the center of the car, and 
are of about eighty-horse power. 

Beneath the car hangs a lifeboat 27 
feet long, to be used. in case the bar- 
loon is wrecked. 


Strung beneath the car ts a 330 foot 
long equilibrator, which takes the 
place of a drag rope used on bal! oons. 
The equilibrator consists of a stee} 
cable to which are attached 30 sma}! 
Steel tanks, each carrying 75 pounds 
of gasoline and forty wooden blodéks. 
The blocks are about 20 inches tong. 

No Ballast Cartied. 


The equilibrator makes it unneces- 
Sary to carry Dallast. It is intended 
that the balloon shal] sple at a height 
of about 200 feet. 


If it settles close to the water the 
wind biocks and the tanks will floag, 
thus relieving the balloon of some of 
its weight.

Messages by Wireless. 


Wireless Operator Miller iust before 
noon had again spoken to the America 
through a vessel between the airship 
and the shore: Its purport was that 
Wellman and his crew had decided to 
make the daring attempt to reach Eu- 
rope. 

“We are headed due northeast, but 
have taken no observation and will not 
know our exact location until noon,” 
it read,

At 12:30 p. m. a message sent by Op- 
erator Irwin, on the America, was 
picked up by the United wireless eta- 
tion in this city. It said: 

“Still going to sea. Were forced to 
stop motors to get wireless outfit in 
working order. Now able to work 
wireless and motors again. Started.” 

A message timed at 12:10 p. m. and 
s gned by Wellman himself, said: 

“All well on board. Making excellent 
progress. WELLMAN.”

ty-four out of the seventy-three enum>- 
eration districts in Tacoma. In some 
of these districts the number reported 
proved to be several times greater 
than the actual population. In ten 
districts the first enumeration showed 
29,753 names, whereas the correct 
number was found to be 11,646. 

The statement issued by MJDirector 
Durand consists in the main of a iet- 


ter trom himself addressed to Secre-_ 


tary Nagel, of the department of com- 
merce and labor, dated October 8, in 
which the whole case is presented, and 
of a brief letter from President Taft 
to Mr. Nagel of date of October Ill. 
Letter of President Taft. 

The letter of President Taft fol- 
lows: 

“Beverly, Mass., October 11, 1910.—l 
have read Virector Durand’s letter and 
agree with him that it ought to be 
published, The cases of ali tnose who 
appear .o have violated the law shou d 
be investigated by the grand jury, and 
if sufficient evidence is found to jus- 
tify it, they should be indicted and 
prosecuted at once. Nothing wil) so 
conduce to securing a proper census 
as the prosecution of those who at- 
tempt a fraud upon the law. I am led 
to believe that the present census has 
been much freerer from attempted 
frauds than any previous census, but 
the instances cited by Mr. Durand are 
sufficient to require the utmost vigi- 
lance to bring those who have vio- 
lated the law to justice and proper 
punishment. Sincere y yours,

merce and Labor.” 
Letter of Director Durand. 

The letter of Director Durand, also 
addressed to Secretary Nagel, sets 
forth that “attempted padding” of the 
census was brought about ma'niy 
through the use of sips printed by 
private individuals and containing cen- 
sus questions. These were distrib- 
uted very generally on street corners 
and elsewhere, and were filed out by 
thousands of people who already had 
been enumerated, or who were not per- 
manently residents of. the city, and 
were pot entitled to be enumerated 
there. It is poss'ble that in some 
cases the names were wholly fictitious. 
These slips were turned over by the 
nrivate individuals who collected them, 
through a special agent of the census 
bureau named Corwin, to thirty-four 
of the enumerators, and they, under in- 
structions of Corwin, added the names 
to the enumeration by ass'gning them 
as “boarders” or “lodgers’’ to various 
houses in thelr districts. 

Too Many Roomers and Lodgers. 


Director Durand said today that the 


suspicions of Chief Statistician Wil- 


liam C. Hunt and Chiet of Division 
Wi'liam H. Jarvis, of the populat:on 
division of the census bureau, with re- 
gard to the census of Tacoma, were 
aroused when, on 8s careful examina- 


tion of the schedules in the office at 
Washington, it was found that there 
were an absurdly large number of 
families reporting great numbers of 
“roomers” and “lodgers.” 

William A. McKenz.e, a bureau ex~ 
pert, who had charge of the enumera- 
tio, of the fourth district of Alaska, 
was sent by Director Durand to Ta- 
| ecennin, and .he made a very thorough 


investigation. 

In the ten districts mentioned a 
complete fe-enumeration Was made, 
while in the twenty-four other dis- 
tricts the head of each house was viSs- 
ited and investigated. Many names 
were assigned to vacant lots, and they 
were eliminated. 

The director says it is not yet known 
whether any individuals or groups of 
individuals were responsible for the 
false enumerat.on in Tacoma. 


The Vast Scandal of Pensions. 

A year after the civil war the gov- 
ernment was paying $15,000,000 to dis- 
abled soldiers, their widows and 
orphans, and other dependents. In 
1874 the pension bill reached $31, 000,- 
000. Then it began a natural decline. 
It. had fallen in 1878 to $28,000,000. In 
January, 1879, there was passed a law 
giving full arrears to all entitled to 
pensions. The lump sums thus offered 
presented tempting prizes, and thou- 
sands of old soldiers searched their 
bodies for some twinges that might be 
attributed back to war time. In two 
years the bill bounded from $28, 000,000 
to $58,000,000. 

The Grand Army of the Republic, or- 
ganized at the close of the civil war, 
now fell largely into the hands of pen- 
sion promoters—Corporal Tanner, 4 
professional pension agent, at their 
head. The organization swiftly grew 
and became a political power. A suc- 
cession of Grand Army pension agents 
administered the government's pension 
bureau. “God help the surplus in the 
United States treasury when I get at 
it,” said Corporal Tanner when Presi- 
dent Harrison appointed him. The bill 
went steadily ns until in 1889 it 
reached $92,000,000. In 1890 poverty 
ceased to be a condition for a pension 
grant. That year the bill made the 
highest jump that it had yet accom- 
plished—it ran up to $110,000,000. And 
up it kept going antil in 1893 it 
reached the prodigious sum of $161,- 
000,000. 

President Cleveland turned his at- 
tention to pensions at the beginning 
of his second administration, and an 
honest administration of the bureau 
brought the bill down to $144,000,000. 
It continued at about that figure, but 
with a downward tendency until 1907. 
In 1906. Congress authorized recogn!i-

It is thought there is a possi- 
bility of this being the bullet which 
killed Ketchel. Out in wooded hilis 
east of here Hurtz, Ketchel’s slayer, is 
fleeing before-a pack of bloodhounds 
and a posse of officers and citizens, 

$5,000 Reward for Slayer. 

Dickerson has placed a prize of $5,- 
000 on the body of Hurtz The mem- 
bers of the posse are armed with re- 
peating rifles. Hurtz is believed-to be 
a desperate man, and no one intends 
to take any chances on asking him to 
surrender. 

He wil} be fired on at sight. Hurtz 
will battle for his life, if he shoots at 
all, with the revolvep of his victim, it 
is believed. 

After shooting Ketchel, who was at 
a breakfast table when he was shot. 
Hurtz rushed from the house Into the 
yard. He then faltered a moment, 
turned and went back into the room 
where Keitchel lay upon. the floor 
Reaching into Ketchel’s pocket he re- 
moved the pugilist’s 38-caliber revolver 
and struck him on the head with it. 
Then he ran from the house.

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TALKS TO VOTERS 


‘Makes Address at Grady 


Monument. 


Candidate Tells Crowd That 
Only Way to Keep Tax Rate 
from Being Raised Is to Raise 
the Assessment on Central 

* Property. 


James G. Woodward, candidate fver 
mayor, spoke to an open air meeting 
at the Grady monument on Marietta 
Street last evening to a crowd various- 
ly @stimated at between 2,500 and 
4,000- people. e crowd was enthu- 
Siastic and cheered the speakers again 
and again. . 

Those in the crowd who were non- 
commital in their choice for mayor 
Said there were about. 2,500 present, 
while Mr. Woodward's friends said 
there were fully 4,000 present. 

Attorney C. P. Goree was the first 
speaker. He was followed by Mr. 
Woodward, and at the close Attorney 
Sam Crane made a few remarks. 

While the crowd wuited for the com- 
ing of Mr. Woodward who spoke at 
another meeting in Edgewood, Mr. 
Goree make a talk. 

Attorney Goree’s Address. 

Attorney C. P. Goree began his talk 
which lasted about a full hour, Dy 
stating that Mr. Winn’s campaign so 
far.laas been anything but the suc- 
cess that it was believed it would be. 
The crowds which have attended his 
rallies, said Mr. Goree, have been small, 
all of them, and- Mr. Winn’s backers 
are now beginning to get desperate. 

“This is the reason,” he said, “that 
they have called Mayor Maddox into 
the fight, having him to attack James 
Woodward with personalities. By 
this means, Mr. Winn’'s frantic backers 
hope to causé you voters to lose 
sight of the real issues in this cam- 
paign, one of which Mr. Maddox is 
not. 

“The *press has been unfair to Mr. 
Woodward since the campaign openéed, 
and the fight that Mr. Winn’s backers 
have waged has been one of lies and 
deceptions in an attempt to beat the 
best mayor Atlanta ever had. 

“In his sspeech at the Orpheum 
theater last night where only 600 peo- 
Ple gathered to hear all the cam- 
paign orators. of Mr. Winn’s forces, 
Mayor Maddox went back several 
years and referred to alleged irreg- 
ularities in Mr. Woodward's conduéet, 
Saying among other things, that he 
drank a little too much. It is hardly 
becoming in the mayor to talk of such 
matters. 

About Mr. Oliver. 

“Recently, Mr. Maddox opened his 
arms to W. J. Oliver, of Knoxville, 
Tenn., and paid him the highest honors 
in his power, and yet Mr. Oliver has 
in this city a court record which is 
by no means a credit to him. The 
mayor, it seems, can forgive and for- 
get transgressions of outsiders, but 
not those of his fellow townsmen. And 
I want to say right here if all the 


people in Atlanta who have committed | '

sins were to vote for James G. Wood- 
ward on Friday, Mr. Winn wouldn't 
get a corporal’s guard.” 

At this point the speaker went into 
a description of what Mr. Woodward 
did for Atlanta, setiing out that he 
proved himself the most progressive 
mayor the city has ever had, telling 
his hearers that it is better to trust 
a man who-has proven his worth than 
to experiment with a new one, and 
wound up by predicting an overwhelm- 
ing victory for the Woodward forces 
on next Friday, 

Crowd Cheers Mr. Woodward, 

When Mr. Woodward appeared the 
crowd cheered him for a long while 
and when the cheering subsided, Mr. 
Woodward began his talk. He said, 
in substance: 

“The newspapers 
banded against me, 
see a Constitution reporter present 
who I believe will give me justice. 
There is a greater crowd here tonight 
than has attended all the meetings of 
Courtland Winn put together, and the 
enthusiasm is greater.’’ 

“Hurrah for Viaduct Jim,” shouted a 
voice in the crowd. 

“Uncle Jim is the Rock of Gibraltar.” 
shouted another voice. 

Continuing, Mr. Woodward said: 

“They say I have been running 
office for 30 vears, and that state- 
ment was started bv Rube—poor 
Rube—Arnold—and what have the 
Arnolds done for 40 years except to 
hold public office? Bight moneved 
men put Mr. Winn in the race, and I 
ask vou if these eight men put him 
in the race whv won’t they control 
him if he is elected?” 

An ambulance passed, and siopped 
the.-speaker, and somebody cried: out: 
“That is for Winn, for he is dead.”’ 


“Representing the People.”’ 

“Il am representing the people,” said 
Mr. Woodward, “and not eight men. 
Three weeks ago the finance commit- 
tee of council said the tax rate had 
to be raised. The next day Mr. Winn 
said it wasn’t necessary, but he didn’t 
tell how the money was to be raised 
to run the city. I will tell you. Raise 
the assessments on central property so 
ii will bear its share of the taxation 
equal with the homes in the city.” 

Mr. Woodward gave a number of in- 
Stances in which he said central! prop- 
erty was not paying one-tenth of its 
taxabte value. He specially named 
property owned by John W. Grant. 
chairman of the finance committee of 
He said the remedy was 
these owners of valuable centrar 
pay on just assessments. He 
Stated that the tax assessors were in- 
fluenced by the rich men, and asked 
that these assessors be elected by the 
people. He said that the reason the 
monied men were against him was 
because they could not control him. 
Said They Were Buying the Election. 

“The Winn crowd vave raised a 
large campaign fund,” he stated, “and 
they are trying to buy the e€lection— 
trying to buy the people of this city. 
I understand they have money to 
burn. I will put my record as a may- 
Or against any five mayors that ever 
served the city. I was recently told 
by a Winn man that if I would wait 
another two years 95 per cent of the 
people would be for me. In that time 
all the bond money would be spent. 
In this election there will be no ne- 
groes and blue ballots.” 

Mr. Woodward dwelt at considerable 
length on the question of taxation. 
He contended that there should be an

Mr. Woodward concluded by reading 
the following statement in answer to 
the charge by Mayor Maddox that he 
had vetoed several measures when he 
was mayor: 

About His Vetoes. 


“T see by the morning paper that one 
of the speakers at the Orpheum meet- 
ing last night called attention to sev- 
eral vetoes made by me during my last 
administration. The speaker who gave 
that information was not fair enough 
to give the reasons for such action on 
my part, although such reason was 
given in each message carrying the 
veto. As a whole they bear no im- 
portant place in this campaign, and I 
know of no veto that I made during 
that time that, I would not do 
again under the same _ circumstances. 
and under my oath of office. As the 
speaker would not be fair to me or the 
public in this matter, I will, in a short 
way, give to the people my reasons for 
a few of those vetoes: 

“1. L vetoed the resolution appointing 
W. H. Preston clerk to the recorder. 
Suggested that Mr. Carlisle, an 
old officer on the foree, and incapaci- 
tated by age and long service in the 
police department, be given the posi- 
tion. Mr. Carlisle was in every way 
qualified for the position. and tn pro- 
moting him to the place was equal to 
saving the salary of a policeman or 
putting another active and able-bodied 
policeman in active duty. The city 
was under no obligations to Mr. Pres- 
ton, but it was to Mr. Carlisle, be- 
cause of his long service. 

“2. AS regards the veio action in the 
matter of increasing the salaries of 
policemen and firemen, the speaker 
does not gay wheter that was over- 
ridden or not. In fact, if he read my 
veto message, he knows the matter 
was returned to council for the pur- 
pose of perfection and to arrange to 
get the matter in legal shape. The or- 
dinance, as it passed council, increased 
the salaries of policemen and firemen, 
I think, $5 per month, but the docu- 
ment made no provision as to where 
the money was to come from, and the 
police appportionment carried no pro- 
vision for such increase. I was in fa- 
vor of the increase. I sent the matter 
back to council and gave a full state- 
ment of the matter. By a difference 
in the city engineer's estimate of the 
cost of building the Edgewood avenue 
bridge and the contractor’s: bid for 
same, there was a balance of more 
than $8,000 in favor of the city. The 
council perfected its ordinance by ap- 
propriating this money to pay the cost 
increasing the salaries of these 
poorly-paid public servants,.and I ap- 
proved the ordinance. In this connec- 
tion I desire to say that the firemen, 
policemen and schoo] teachers are not 
receiving as much for their services as 
they deserve, while thereare others in 
the employ of the city who are getting 
more than they deserve. 1 believe in 


‘giving a fair day’s pay for a-fair day's 
| work, but I also believe in having some 


| O00, 
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regard for the oath you take whem you 
enter the public service. 

“3. I vetoed the ordinance increasing 
the salaries of the general manager 
and secretary of the waterworks for 
two reasons, as I recall it. First, thore 
was no money in the apportionment to 
that department covering the increase, 
and next, because it was during a term 
of office, and the charter provides that 
the salary of any employee of the city 
cannot be changed during the term for 
which they were elected. 

“4. I vetoed the ordinance (tfrans- 
ferring the bond money that had been 
specifically voted by the people to be 
spent on two trunk sewers in the west- 
ern. one in the southern and one in the 
eastern part of the city. That money 
had been voted by the people to be 
spent in specified improvement, just 
as the present bond money has been 
voted, and I contended and held that it 
should be so spent. I contend that the 
money from the present issue of bonds 
should be spent exactly for the im 
provements that the people have voted 
for. 

“5 I vetoed the purchase of Howell 
not because I was against the

REAL ESTATE TALK 


BY ADAIR. 


If a man wants to live in a finished 
town he should not select Atlanta as 
a home. This city is in. the process 
of construction; on all sides you can 
hear the sound of hammer d 
saw, mingled with the rasping noise 
of the trowel scraping off mortar, and 
the hoarse rumble of the concrete mixer. 
In every section of the city can be 
seen activity, enterprise and progress. 
A spirit of unrest pervades all qua:- 
ters, and ward clubs are busy. Need 
of improvement is seen, and movements 
are started to acquire these improve- 
ments. What was good enough a few 
years ago, is now out of date and 
inadequate. 


Mitchell street, west of the Terminai 
Station used to be wide enough, but 
here comes the West Side Improvement 
Club, and says Mitchell street must be 
widened. A big highway leading due 
west must be provided for the ever- 
increasing traffic flowing into the cen- 
ter of the city from the growing west 
side. A narrow street will soon be 
inadequate to care for the traffic, and 
these public-spirited westsiders are 
doing a wise thing in spending their 
time and money encouraging and ac- 
complishing results that are so bene- 
ficial to the entire city. 


Foundry street and Magnolia street 
are to be extended west to Ashby 
street, in order to Open up a large 
unexplored territory out on the wesi- 
ern edge of Atlanta. There is plenty 
of work needed in that portion of the 
city; every move that is made for tne 
benefit of the west side should be met 
with co-operation and assistance from 
the more fortunate wards of the city. 
A viaduct must be built at Bellwood 
avenue, Marietta road must be widen, 
ed and repaved, many streets need 
grading, and a general overhauling 
should be done. A fire station is badly 
needed west of the railroads. 


Now comes the Copenhill Club and 
wants St. Charles avenue widened. A 
few years ago this avenué looked wide 
enough, but she is too narrow now for 
Atlanta. Old Highland avenue used 
tg be considered a fine country road, 
and the paving on it was regarded as 
first-class. Now it is out-of-date in 
comparison with the smooth, modern 
pavements; and the enterprising Copen- 
hill Club says she must be repaved. 
When a street gefs built up with beau- 
tiful homes like Highland avenue has, 
then the old pavement begins to look 
shabby. It’s like a man who gets a 
new suit—it makes his old hat look 
out of keeping, and soon he has to 
have an entirely new outfit. If there is 
a street in Atlanta that deserves a new 
pavement of the finest quality, it is 
Highland avenue. 


The Second and Third Ward Club 
is looking after things in these wards 
in good style. Capitol aw@enue and 
Washington street, two of the choicesi 
residential thoroughfares in Atlanta, 
run through these wards. Both these 
streets needed attention and they are 
getting it. You should see the beau- 
tiful new pavement out at the far 
end of Capitol avenue where the abom- 
inable rubble used to be. Washington 
street must be paved smoojyh right into 
Ridge avenue. Ormond street, which 
used to be merely an excuse for a 
street, existing ‘in name only, is now. 
a real highway and opens up a large 
territory, besides furnishing the best 
route to Grant Park. There did not 
exist a complete smooth-paved route 
from the center of the city to Grant 
Park, and such a connection is of the 
highest importance. 


No one portion of Atlanta has un- 
dergone such a transformation as the 
Stewart avenue section. It will repay 
anyone to go out in the Bonniebrae 
country, and see what is going on. 
Tile sidewalks are being laid on Stew- 
art avenue from Wells street to the 
city limits, arid every cross street is 
being improved. Water, sewer and gas 
mains are penetrating territory that 
only a year or two ago were far re- 
moved from these improvements. Many 
homeseekers are taking advantage ‘of 
the opportunity presented to them in 
opening up and improving this new 
territory; they are buying residence 
lots and building comfortable homes. 
With everything new, clean and mod- 
ern, this Bonniebrae country is indeed 
an inviting place for a homeseeker to 
locate. 


So everywhere we find unrest, enter- 
prise, prosperity and progress; a spirit 
of progress: is pervading the entire 
south. All this presages real estate 
activity. When the cotton crop be- 
gins to roll in to the towns, money 
begins to circulate freely al] over the 
south. The local prosperity enjoyed 
in Atlanta is aided and magnified by 
the general prosperity in all the south- 
ern cities and in all the southern 
states.

Dr, L. Ver- 
non Briggs, the Boston nerve special- 
ist, says: 

“Two other forms of mental disor- 
der, known as dementia precox and 
melancholia, now are acknowledged 
by the best ‘authorities to be forms 
of mental intoxication. Oversecretion 
of the thyroid gland is accepted by 


certaih men as the cause of the former 


disease. Certain it is that more than 
ten cases that have been operated on 
under Dr. Henry J. Berkeley, of Bal- 
timore, have shown marked improve- 
ment, and in some cases recovery, af- 
ter the removal of four-fifths of the 
thyroid gland. These instances go to 
show mental disturbances are caused 
by physical diseases. 

“All deliriums are the result of fever, 
and, in the onset of acute mania s0- 
and a pulse varying from 100 to 1496. 
At this time there is an increase in the 
number of white corpuscles of the 
blood, those little ‘policemen of the 
body.’ This is nature’s effort to over- 
come the poison which is the cause 
of delirium, or mental confusion. The 
white corpuscles attack and vanish the 
poisonous germs until they themselves 
are overpowered.

If, through any cause, the patient 
has overworked, overworried, over- 
drank, or undersilept, the nutritious 
secretions fai] to be properly absorbed 
and the poisonous bacilli enter ‘the 
blood, thence make their way to the 
nerve. To prove this is s0, recal] the 
loss of weight caused by any of these 
temporary nervous disturbances.” 


Civil Service Pensions. 


The federal employees who met in 
this city last Saturday to urge the pay- 
ment of superannuation pensions by 
the United States government had ths 
courage of their convictions when, 
after proposing a retirement plan for 
all civil service employees of the United 
States, they went on to declare “that 
we do not approve of a plan that car- 
ries with it a contributory feature by 
the employees.” When the subject ws 
under discussion during the last con- 
gressional session it was generally 
agreed that no bill except one em- 
bodying the feature thus condemned 
had any chance of passage, and manv 
friends of the measure were persuaded 
that its beneficiaries would do well to 
take such a bill if they could get it, 
upon the principle that half a loaf is 
better than no bread. 

It is evident that this argument does 
not strike those who voted for Satur- 
day’s resolutions as convincing. They 
want all or nothing. They fail to see 
any particular advantage in a system 
under which pensions would be paid 
out of a fund accumulated by the pen- 
sioners themselves. That seemsto them 
to be a case of thank you for nothing. 
It is precisely because those concerned 
are unable out of their scanty earnings 
to accumulate a pension fund that they 
want the government to come to their 
relief, and it must be said that they 
are able to give some pretty good rea- 
That it is 
morally incumbent on employees who 
are in a position to do so .o make some 
provision for the superannuation of 
their employees is getting to be more 
and more generally admitted, and old- 
age pensions are to a considerable ex- 
tent already being paid. 

In cases were they are paid the 
employees are not usually required to 
bear any part of the expense, and cer- 
tainly what a big corporation can and 
does do, the gov?rnment of the United 
States can readily accomplish. Ags the 
Inquirer has frequently explained, the 
fixity and tenure logically involves the 
payment of old-age pensions because it 
is inadmissible that the man or the 
woman who has given the government 
a faithful and efficient service during 
the best years of life, should be turn- 
ed adrift when the inevitable days of 
declining activity are reached. Moder- 
ate retiring pensions ought to be paid, 
and the employees are logically and 
perhaps tactitly right in insisting that 
the whole payment be made out of 
the public treasury.

Follow this step of the treatment by 
syringing the ear~ gently with tepid 
water. Be careful to use only slight 
force, for. instance as muchas is gen- 
erally used in an ordinary perfume ato- 
mizer or small nasal douche, for the 
menace of bursting the ear drums Is 
always before one, and it is an injury 
easily inflicted and irreparable. Let 
the water remain in a few minutes, 
then, turning the head, allow it to run 
out. This time the ear pick should be 
used again and with success. If you fail, 
go at once to an éar specialist.

DUBLIN TO VOTE DEC. 6 


Improvements Are to Be Made 
on Municipal Light and 
Water Plants. 


Dublin, Ga., October 15.—(Special.) 
The qualified voters of Dublin are now 
registering for a special e.ection to 
be held on December 6 for the pur- 
ose of authorizing the issue of $30,- 
000 bonds, the purpose of the issue be- 
ing to make improvements at the mu- 
nicipal light and water plant and for 
improving the streets of Dublin. 

It is proposed to pave two or three 
blocks more of the business section, 
where the traffic is heaviest... 

The latest addition to the light and 
water plant is a $12,000 engine and 
electric generator, made necessary for 
the increased demands of the peopie 
for lights and power. 

Most of the manufacturing and in- 
dustrial plants of the city are now 
either using electric current for pow- 
er or contemplate doing so. No oppo- 
sition has developed to the new issue 
of bonds, and it is not thought that 
there will be any, as Dublin’s citizens 
are always public-spirited enough to 
authorize any expenditure of money 
up to a reasonab:e limit whenever 
they see the necessity for the expendi- 
ture.

AS CHAMBERMAID AND WAITRESS 
MISS FANNEAL HARRISON MAKES 
STUDY OF THE “TIPPING”? EVIL

Extracts from Misa Fannea: Harri- 


“Yes, it is true that I ‘hired out,’ as|sons’ Diary while working as chamber- 
itis commonly put, as a chambermaid, ! maid in California hotel. 


pantrymaid and waitress in western 
hotels last year,” was the startling re- 
sponse from Miss Fanneal Harrison, 
when asked if it were true that her 
research into social conditions had led 
her that far. : 

“I did it for two reasons. First, that 
I might continue my research work 
into labor conditions, which work I had 
taken up during my studies in Eng- 
land; and, secondly, that I might 
study the influences of the ‘tip’ system 
on American domestic labor, this latter 
investigation done under the direction 
of the ‘Russell Sage Foundation,’ which 
is doing a marvelous work along re- 
s@arch lines.” 

Starts Study of Sociology. 

The speaker is the third of the clever 
and charming daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. Z. D. Harrison, who are among 
Atlanta’s most prominent and cultured 
people. She is the niece of the late 
Mrs. Robert Emory Park, and repre- 
sents on both sides people aristocratic 
and cultured for many generations. 
When Miss Harrison graduated sev- 
eral years ago she began the study of 
sociology and had her first practical 
work in it was in the organization of 
the Associated Charities of Atlanta. 
Later she went to England where her 
studies carried her from smal]! labor 
union meetings to big political meet- 
ings of the labor party; from a discus- 
sion among mill operatives to a dis- 
cussion in the Fabian society; from a 
gathering of the Anti-Suffrage society 
to a rush by the militant suffragists. 

“Il was two weeks in the cotton mill 
districts with my friend, Miss Bond- 
field, who is secretary of the Fabian so- 
ciety of London, and who recently vis- 
ited this country; we stayed at the op- 
eratives’ houses, meeting groups of 
me: and women each night, and I saw 
almost every pase of their lives,”’ con- 
tinued Miss Harrison. 

“Here and in the districts of London 
town where the labor movement in its 
complexities challenges the student, I 
realized that all social work for hu- 
manity was in-vain unless the workers 
know social conditions as they actual- 
ly are, and not from hearsay or theory. 
I realized it was something which 
could not be learned from books, and 
that to know the people one must be 
actually of them, labor as they do. and 
see both sides as it is—the side of 
employer and employee. 


Ignorant Method Worse Than None 


“It was evident that niuch of the 
failure of social work among the poor- 
er and labor classes in England and 
America was due to misguided. effort 
and to workers, who, with their heart 
and spirit in the effort, still were ignor- 
ant of the vital qualities of the people 
they were trying to serve, and that 
consequently the workers only Know- 
ing things as they are on the surface, 
could only accomplish superficial re- 
sults. 

“When I returned to this country 
and was in New York doing work in 
organized charity, the problems of 
domestic service conditions were con- 
tinually presenting themselves; and 
social workers like myself were puzzled 
by them. There was no use in con- 
demning the employers as a class or 
the servants as a class, or to go into 
long exposure of prevalent conditions, 
unless we could offer some remedy. 
This we could not do without going 
into them and studying them, and I 
was among those who volunteered to 
go into the research work under the di- 
rectio nof the Russell Sage Founda- 
tien. | 

No Pay Except That Earned. 

“But you must remember that I was 
not paid anything by. the Foundation; 
that my only compensation was in 
what I could earn in my domestic serv- 
ice,”” and here Miss Harrisen convinced 
her hearers that the mission spirit is 
the strongest animating the several 
prominent young American women 
who, in their desire to serve humanity, 
have selected to do it through social 
activities among the less fortunate 
classes. 

“And O how I felt I had earned every 
cent when I did my first week’s work 
in the Coronado hotel, San Francisco! 
And here the young woman of patri- 
cian family and social prominence was 
the hard-worked chambermaid in spirit 
and thought as she told some of her 
experiences. 

The First Position Secured. 


“Seeking my first position, a week 
was spent in San Francisco looking for 
work—waiting for hours in employ- 
ment offices, talking to the men and 
women who were there in the endless 
search for work; my money dwindling 
away; becoming more tired each day : 
my courage failing, until I felt really 
one of them. No, almost one of them. 
For no matter how tired I was, no mat- 
ter how dejectedly I sat with the other 
women patiently waiting in the dull 
gray offices, there was always the ab- 
sorbing curiosity to know more of 
those women and a lurking sense of 
humor that Fanneal was there, mixed 
with a sort of queer exhilaration in 
my feeling of a common humanity with 


them 

“Then. at last, I ‘got de job, and 
went to San Mateo as a pantry woman. 
This position placed me in close con- 
tact with the chefs, the scrubbers, the 
waitresses and the waiters. At first 
Il had to run a great bluff, but soon 
‘caught on.’ The hours were fearfully 
long—from twelve to twenty 4 Gay... 2 
soon found out that I was an unusual 
pantry woman. I did my work too 
well. I knew how to make desserts, 
ete.: knew too much for the untrained 
pantry woman. Then, I was ignorant 
of the fact that the waitresses must tip 
the pantry woman if they want their 
orders made especially attractive, so 
I demanded tips and was not proverbi- 
ally cross. , 

“Here I managed ‘to chum up beau- 
tifully ‘with the chefs and waiters, and 
we had many talks in the lulls of work. 
They gave me glimpses of their home 
life and manner of living. They talked 
reservedly of the tips, but the majority 
expressed their ‘belief that it was a 
deterioratigg influence, not temling to 
manliness or independence. 

“The waitresses would tell me the 
most appalling tales of the coarse in- 
decency of these same men and of 
other chefs they had worked with, but 
personally I experienced none of it. 

“In manv of the hotels the girls lead 
very exposed lives. They entertain 
their beaus in their bed rooms. Most 
of them drink freely, falling into the 
habit by sipping what they carry from 
the guests’ table. 

‘The Evils of “Tipping.” 

“tn this place, and later in a San 
PD cat ce Lave y I found the effect of 
the tip on the waitress the same as I 
did on the ehambermaid at Coronado. 
It is bad, bad, bad—overthrows all idea 
of the dignity of the lowliest service, 
kills true independence, places the real 
values of life on a wholly false basis. 

“If the public should cease tipping— 
which probably it will not do tn this 
generation or the next—the conditions 
of the employees’ wage would adjust 
itself and I believe the employee would 
he decidedly benefited and would ren- 

better service. 
oer pid I tell you of my work in a hat 
factory? It was during the big hatters’ 
strike of last year. I was sent by the 
National hatter’s union to Norwalk, 
Conn., to investigate conditions in a 
factory which was employing scab la- 
bor. I went a8 a scab and received a 
scab’s treatment—rotten eggs, Jjeers, 
taunts, etc. Every move I made was 
closely watched by the factory detect- 
ive, who suspected me, but in a week 
I had found out the necessary infor- 
mation and escaped back to New York 
hole.” 

“Miss Harrison will return to England 
this month, and will continue her re- 
search wotk there. She will write a 
series of articles on her experiences, 
which are stirring, and which she be- 
lieves to be necesary to equip her for 
her life’s work—that is, to help those 
whom she believes are most in need of 
help. ern ens A ae

rest. Every part of your body is sore.

Yes, here I am, a chambermaid; just 
a plain chambermaid. The thing 
strikes me as so ludicrous at times 
that 1 really forget the disagreeab!e 
work. Where are my dreams? I don't 
know. Generally I am too tired to 
know anything except that I am just a 
chambermaid, doing the dirty work of 
the world---the dirty work. It is sort 
of funny and conceited maybe, but 
when 1 am working 1 often think of 
the ‘Servant in the Housé,” and it helps 
a lot. . 

Yes, I know what work 
is the same day after day. 
so tired I could cry, and 
dead all night, and when 
rings the next morning I fee] 
have just begun ‘o rest. 
the mad rush. Only half awake, and 
every muscle stiff and sore, clothes are 
slung on. A hurried run from our 
attic-room down, down the stairs ‘9 
the basement. There we breakfas.. 
The china is coarse and ‘greasy. One 
can hardly choke down the food. The 
waiters, the help’s waiters, with heavy 
eyes and bloated faces, are ever ready 
to crack some coarse joke, 

Fifteen minutes later and the day's 
work is actually begun. We are stag- 
gering from the linen room under our 
heavy piles of clean linen. Oh! it is 
desperately heavy! It must ruin the 
health of many maids! 

The morning passes quickly, breath- 
lessliy making beds, sweeping, dusting, 
dragging heavy furniture about, scrub- 
bing and emptying slops. 

Eleven-thirty comes. We rush to the 
basement for dinner and wash down u 
few bites with strong tea or coffee. 
We must not take too long, for it is 
harder to move after a little rest, and 
the guests like their rooms cleaned be- 
fore their afternoon comes. 

Then we drag our tired selves up the 
Stairs again, back to our section, and 
the morning repeats itself until 3 or 4 
o'clock.

Eager for the Tip. 


February 30.—This is a mighty queer 
old world. If anyone had told me that 
1, Jane Johnson, would be receiving 
greedily all the tips that came my way, 
I would have told him that he didn’t 
know what he was talking about. But 
he would have known just the same. 

I am getting just like all the other 
girls. We are every one of us keen for 
the tip. Before [I forgot myself en- 
tirely I must write, as a sort of gentie 
reminder, just how the thing strikes 
me when I am looking at it coolly. 
Soon the gamble, wil! get into my blood 
and I will be blinded to the evil of it 

It fs a queer thing, and puzzled me 
at first, that girls are now eagerly 
grasping the tip who six months ago 
would have felt insulted if anyone tried 
to tip them. Now, it is only a part of 
their job, the vital part. 

A good many of them here have been 
schoo] teachers, bookkeepers, st2- 
nographers, or held other office and 
store positions. Here they make $25 a 
month, board and room, and the tips. 
Oh!*it is the tips we work*for. It's 
the tips we want. It’s the tips we lie 
in wait for. 

The uncertainty of the tips gives the 
excitement, the spirit of the gamble. 
We stake our best attention and ser- 
vice On a couple. Sometimes we get 
left, and the quarter is handed out, 
then we get the dollar. Of cours’, 
there are times when we misjudge peo- 
ple, but we quickly learn to know, fa@r- 
lv, accurately, what's what. 

The wage is all very well and com- 
pares O. K. in these big western hotels, 
to any kind of laboring work I know 
of. Yet many of us would not do the 
work except for the tip. It doubles or 
triples the wage each month, and we 
like the chance of it, whether we ac- 
knowledge it or not. 


What Tipping Accomplishes. 


The evil effects on our charactere 
are plain. The tipping system makes us 
deceitful, hypocritical and ungenerous 
during working hours. Can we. be 
these things while we work and no. 
while we rest? It takes away a cér- 
tain element of straightforward self- 
respect. The gambling spirit in it 
make us never want to work again 
for an ordinary wage. Botheration! Il 
can’t express just what I have learned 
in these two weeks. Anyway, it just 
works the very old dickens in us all, 
from the headwalter and housekeeper 
down to the help’shelp. Why, I think 
we chambermaids would starve if we 
dig not fee our waiters, and our trunks 
would never get to our rooms unless 
the porter came into the system. 

Of course, 1 do not know all of this 
from actual experience, but I have 
listened to the girls talking and, 
watched them closely. The tips, tips, 
tips are the firs« thing I hear in. the 
morning and the last at night. My 
three roommates talk of nothing els». 

‘The stingy old cat! She left with- 
out giving me a cent!” “Oh, he’s a 
cheap skate, he is. Been here a week 
and gave me only a-half dollar!” “She 
was a nice little woman, sure; gave me 
mighty little trouble, and said she 
wished she could take me with her, and 
s.ipped $5 into my hand. I'm real sorry 
she’s gone.” “Them’s high guys—dead- 
beats, fast as you make them. Willing 
to tip the waiter, ‘cause that's fo; 
show. Hands the maid out a quarter.” 
And so, on and on the girls go. Cross 
and cursing like troopers when they 
have had a bad day. Hilarious when 
they have made good tips.

STARTS 42D YEAR 


Large Number of Students Are 
Entered from the Different 
Southern States. 


With a large enrollment of students 
and a strengthened faculty, the At- 
lanta university on October 5 com- 
menced its forty-second year. An un- 
usually large number of students en- 


tered the college and normal courses,’ 


Nearly all of the southern statés are 
represented in the student body. 

Dr. W. E. B. DuBois has resigned 
from the professorship of economics 
and history at the institution to be- 
come secretary of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, with headquarters in New 
York city. Dr. DuBois retains, how- 
ever, the directorship of the Atlanta 
University Sociological Conference, 
and its invaluable work will be car- 
ried on under his supervision. 

The teaching force will be greatly 
strengthened by the addition of the 
Rev. Theodore B. Lathrop, who comes 
to Atlanta university as chaplain. He 
is a graduate of Beloit cAllege, of the 
Yale Divinity school, and holds a 
master’s degree from Yale university. 
He will be a member of the faculty of 
Atlanta university and will teach ethics 
and history. 

An eighth grade has been added to 
the Oglethorpe school, which ig the 
practice school of the normal depart- 
ment of Atlanta university. It pro- 
vides the young women who are study- 
ing to become teachers an opportunity 
to observe and to practice under the 
supervision of trained teachers.

Dr. Ben KE. Pearce served the fourth 
ward as a wide-awake, faithful and 
progressive councilMan, and if elected 
alderman will give a splendid service 
to the fourth ward and the city.

Every’ child 
is entitled to an education, ana 
should have a seat, and proper text- 
books; if parents are unable to buy 
books, they should be furnished free 
to children, and by education giving 
each child an opportunity to prepare 
for the battles of life. The only pos- 
sible way to retain high class teach- 
ers, is to pay salaries commensurate 
with the work done. What is the sit- 
uation? They are required to devote 
nearly the whole year to teaching and 
study, but only receive ten months 
pay, and salaries are lower than paid 
by ANY CITY of Atlanta's size—lower 
than paid for other kinds of work less 
important, and for which little time 
is required to qualify. 

Other Matters. 

Dr. Pearce believes in other things 
concerning city government, which 
show intelligent observation, keen dis- 
cernment and a strong sense of justice. 
Policemen, for instance, are required 
to work extra time; he thinks it but 
fair that they be paid for the ser- 
vices, 

Dr. Pearce believes that street, im- 
provements. should be of permanent 
character, thus saving money now 
wasted on temporary work, also that 
wages paid city employees should be 
equal to that paid by private concerns 
for like work, then the city could re- 
tain the best class of workmen. Cheap 
labor is a bad form of extravagance; 
the stockade should be sold as soon 
as practicable, with the exception of 
land needed for school purposes; all 
dumping grounds for the refuse of 
the city should be on land purchased 
for that purpose, beyond the city lim- 
its: all surface closets should be done 
away with as early as sewers and 
water can be had for that purpose. 

Dr. Pearce being a member of the 
National Military Medical Association, 
and surgeon of the Georgia cavalry, 
and other. medical associations, is in 
position to aid Atlanta in many ways. 
He was a strong supporter of the 
bond issu«. and as alderman would iIn- 
sist that the money derived from them 
be spent as designaied in the issue.

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BALL OF FIRE BY NIGHT 
MYSTIFIES DYAS CITIZENS 


Juliette, Ga., October 15.—(Special.) 
The citizens of Dyas, a progperous com- 
munity in the western part of Monroe 
county, are still greatly worried over 
the mysterious ball of fire that is to 
be seen every night near the residence 
of, James Holloway, The ball of fire 
has lately become more {flluminating, 
and seems to be a little larger thaa 
formerly. Despite many investigations 
the people of the Dyas community 
have .been wholly unable to compre- 
hend the nature of the strange phe- 
nomenon. It makes its appearance in 


a field near the residence of Mr. Hollo- 
way every night about 11 o’clock, and 
can be seen from that hour until day 
breaks. It is not visible during the 
day. The ball of fire generally re- 
mains about 30 or 35 feet above the 
earth, and constantly travels over 
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about a 20-acre field near Mr. Hollo- 
way’s house. Sometimes it dances very 
rapidly along the ground, and all of a 
sudden rises to a distance of 30 or 40 
feet above the earth. 

Mr. Holloway says that the phenom- 
enon was first seen on his plantation 
about thirty years ago, and that dur- 
ing that time it has been seen by 
many thousands of people. It is said 
that the people of the Dyas section 
have become greatly alarmed over the 
ball of fire. 

During the past several weeks @ 
great many people from all over Mon- 
roe and surrounding counties have 
pronounced i; wonderful. Lately many 
attempts have been made by the citi- 
zens of Dyas to get close enough to 
the object to ascertain the nature of 
the phenomenon, but as one gradually 
nears the ball of fire it disappears and 
makes its appearance again at a dis- 
tance of several hundred yards.

Jerusalem, 1910,—(Special Correspon- 
dence.) —Take a seat with me this 


bright Sunday morning in the railroad | 


car which is just abut leaving the sea- 


‘port of Jaffa to go to Jerusalem. The 


distance by rail is fifty-four miles, and 
we shall make it in less than four 
hours. The road crosses the rich 
plains of Sharon, and then winds its 
Way up the hills of Judea until it 
leaves us at the Holy City, about 
twenty-five hundred feet higher than 
where we now are. 

The cars are comfortable, but we 
have had to fight with the tourists 
and pilgrims for our seats near the 
windows. A German and a Greek on 
the opposite side of the car are still 
quarreling for places, and their lan- 
guage is not that of brotherly love. 
The German has just called the Greek 
a swine, and the Greek retaliated 
by saying that the German is of tne 
canine persuasion. Now they are 
quiet, and we can enjoy the scenery 
as we go onward. 

On the Plains of Sharon, 

Leaving Jaffa, we ride for sOme miles 
by nothing but orchards. There are 
orange groves loaded with blossoms 
and fruit. There are orcharcse of 
olives, pomegranate@ and figs, and 
many gardens surrounded by cactus 
hedges twice as high as our heads. 
Leaving the orchards, we enter the 
rich plains upon which the Philistines 
lived. The soil is brown and so fat 
that you have only to tickle it with 
the plow and it laughs with the hare 
vest. ; 

Here is a green field of wheat. The 
stalks etand as thick as grass in tne 
ground, and rise and fall with the 
winds from the gea.. There a native is 
plowing with.a bullock and donkey 
harnessed together. The plow is the 
rude old-fashioned one, of the Scrip- 
tures, and the dark-skinned farmer 
steadies it with one hand, while .e 
carries a goad in the.other. Farther 
on are camels dragging the plows. In 
places we .see fiocks of -fat sheep, 
herded by boys, and now and then 
pass a village of white-walled houses 
with thick roofs of thatch on which 
the grass grows. Nearly every house 
has a roof of sod about a foot deep, 
and as we near the hills the towns 
on their sides rise up in green terraces, 

The landscape here is far different 
from that of the United States. There 
@re no houses nor barns standing 
@lone in the fields. There are no out- 
buildings of any description, and no 
haystacks or strawstacks. The people 


‘live in villages.and go to work in the 


fields. The only fences are hedges of 
cactus, and the most of the holdings 
are not fenced at all. 

Climbing the Judean Mountains. 


The land remains fertile clear to the 
mountains, a distance of perhaps twen- 
ty miles. In the foot hills are patches 
of green, and higher on up fields-cut 
here and there out of the rocks, which 
are built up to hold in the earth. I 
have never seen a country more rocky. 
The rought lands of the Blue Ridge are 
Nile farms compared to the hills 
through which we go on our way to 
Jerusalem. In many places there is 
nothing but rocks, which are laid up 
in such ways as to make one think 
they were constructed by man. The 
limestone strata are piled stone upon 


‘stone, looking like mighty monuments 


‘rising or 
‘whole mountains are steps, 
“pyramids of white limestone, sparsely 
sprinkled with patches of grass and

red poppies. 
In the Footsteps of Samson. 

The railway winds its way in and 
out. It crawls along the sides of the 
mountains with horseshoe curves here 
and there. ,The whole:journey is over 
historic ground. Much of it is in the 
footsteps of Samson. We cross the 
plains where he fought with the Phi- 
listines, slaying a thousand of them 
with the jawbone of an ass. 
the place where he tied the frebrands 
to the tails of three hundred foxes and 
let them loose to burn ‘up the harvest: 
A little farther on. we enter the valley 
of Sorek, where the wicked Delilah cut 
off the hafr ofthe strong man as he 


lay asleep "in her lap, and away up on 


the side of the hill we can see the town 
of Zorah, where Samson was born. At 
the station, of .Deir Aban, where Sam- 
uel raised his Ebenezer, a crowd of 
children come ‘to the trains with bous 
quets of wild flowers. The boys whine 
for baksheesh, and we wonder whether 
there may not be an infant Samson 
among them. 


It was in Zorah that Samson was 


buried, and the guides here will show 
you his tomb. Farther along the road 
we pass through a great gorge in the 
cliffs, on the north side of:which, near 
the top, is a cave in which Samson 
lived. And TI verily believe that if we 
should offer our guides sufficient re- 
ward they would find us his bones or 
some pieces of brass from the gates 
of the city of Gaza, which, you re- 
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member, he carried away on his shoul- 
ders. 
The Excavations at Gezer. 


In our ride up to Jerusalem we £0 
by the ancient city of Gezer. It is 
marked by a mound which has several 
buildings upon it, including the dome 
of a Mohammedan mosque. The ground 
about it has been dug over and over, 
and the ruins discovered have excited 
the religious and scientific world. 

The -excavations which have been 
made by the Palestine exploration fund 
show Gezer to be one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, city of history. The 
scientists have gone down into the 
earth at this point, finding one city 
built upon the ruins of another, down 
to the seventh city or settlement, 
which seems to have been occupied Dy 
the cave dwellers of the flint or stone 
age, a period before history began to 
be written. In these cave dwellings 
pottery and flint instruments were dis- 
covered. A burial place of that ancient 
race was opened up and remains found 
which show that the cave dwellers 
practiced cremation. In one of the six 
other cities, higher up, bronze tools 
were dug out, and higher still the re- 
mains of the ancient Egyptians. In one 
of the caves was found large jars con- 
taining the skeletons of infants who 
had been sacrificegd as a matter of 
worship, probably during the Canaanite 
period, and in another was a cistern, 
the mouth of which was guarded Dy 
the skulls of two young girls, and in- 


We see. 


side which were fourteen skeletons, 


/one being that of a girl of 16, who had 


been sawn asunder. — 
Belonged to Solomon. 


The King of Gezer was defeated by 
Joshua, and later the city Was cap- 
tured by a king of Egypt, who was one 
of Solomon's three hundred odd 
fathers-in-law. The story is that 
Pharoah gave Gezer to Solomon as a 
dowry with his daughter, and that 
Solomon rebuilt the city. At the time 
of the. crusades Richard Coeur de Lion 
ang Saladin fought ovér it, and it was 
an important fortréss at the time of 
the Maccabees. 

' The archeologists of the Palestine 
exploration fund have been excavating 
here.for five years, and. they say there 
ig much yet to be found. They are 
about to: publish a boek giving a full 
statement of their work.. They have 
discoyered bronze, pots, ivory ‘tabiets, 
statues, jewels and other treasures of 
a half dozen different periods of his- 
toryi In one of the cities a complete 
olive press. made of stone was un- 
earthed’ and in another an Egyptiaa 
statue about 4,000 years old. The 
statue was that of a man with a beard 
and a wig. Bronze tweezers were 
feund, and also many articles of Greek 
and Roman times. One of the most 
interesting disoveries was a reservoir 
of a capacity of four million gallons, 
and another was a palace supposed to 
belong to one of the Maccabees. 

New Light en Palestine. 

This is only one of a number of cities 

which are now being excavated be- 


tween. Jericho and the Mediterranean 


sea, in addition to those which have 
lately been dug up east of the Jordan. 
The Germans, Russians and Austrians 
are excavating in different places, but 
the most of the work is that.of this 
exploration fund, which was founded 
more than forty-five years ago and is 
supported by voluntary contributions. 

The Palestine exploration fund is not 
a religious body, but rather a-scien- 
tific and historical one. It is now 


spending about $14,000 a year On such} 


work, the most.of the sums being col. 
lected in amounts of $5 or less from 
English and Americans all over the 
world. The association has made great 
discoveries in Jerusalem. It has sur- 
veyed and mapped the most of Pal- 
estine and has added about 150 Bible 
sites to those already known. During 
my stay here I have mét its secretary, 
Dr. Percy D. Wheeler, and have 
learned much concerning its work. 
The Jerusalem Railroad. 


But let me tell you something about 
the railroad up to Jerusalem. It has 
been in operation more than eighteen 
years, and its rates are so high that 
it ought to pay well. The cost of our 
passage is about 6 cents a mile. 
Freight rate on coal] is $1 per ton and 
all express is proportionately high. 
The track is a narrow gauge, and the 
cars are much like street cars, with lit- 
tle racks for baggage along each side 
under the roof. Each carriage is divi- 
ded up into compartments, the sides 
of which are walled with windows, 
so that one can see out as he goes. 
The road has no tunnels, and it winds 
its way in and out as it rises the 
hills. There are five stations between 
Jaffa and Jerusalem at which the 
trains stop, and faifly good depots at 
the terminal points. 

The total cost of the railway was 
$2,000,00, ora little-less than $40,000 per 
mile. The road was: originated by an 
American, a civil engineer name Zim- 
pel, who came to -Palestine as a ped- 
dier of a patent medicine which he 
called “sunlight pills.” He brought 
the railway scheme before the sultan 
at Constantinople, but failed to wet the 
concession to build it. After his death 
the matter was taxsen up by the 
French, who put the road through and 
now own it. 

This was the first railroad built {In 
Syria, and it is the father of a rail- 
road system which is now opening up 
& great part of the country. One sec- 
tion of the system is the line which 
runs from Damascus to; Mecca, and 
connected with it are others which will 
eventually join the Holy Land to the 
valley of the Euphrates, as well as to 
Asia Minor and Turkey. 

The Hills of Judea. 

The trip from Jaffa to Jerusalem 
gives one a fair idea of the character 
of Palestine. The coastal plain is typ- 
ical of the richest part of the country. 
Its soi] is chocolate brown, the grass is 
as green as that-of Egypt and there 
are big orchards of olives and fruits 
of all kinds. The roads are carpeted 
With rich red oppies and wild flowers 
are everywhefe. 

Climbing the hills is like jumping

A Treeless Land. 

There ig absolutely no bushes or 
groves. Palestine is a _ treeless land. 
There are no forests of any de- 
scription and the only trees are fruit 
trees, with now and then a funereal 
cypress, perhaps, in a garden.: Our 
consul, :Mr.. Wallace, tells me the coun- 
try has two groves which the people 
call forests. One of these contains 
forty scrub oaks, and the other is not 
quite so large. He: says 
years ago there was some brush on the 
hillside, but that the people have even 
dug up the roots and sold them for 
fuel. 

Indeed, fuel is one of the most cost- 
ly things in this country. It is 80 ex- 
pensive that it is seldom Used except 
for cooking, ang that notwithstanding 
the climate is coid. Wood is so Valua- 
ble that the older olive trees are being 


groves will gradually disappear. These 
old trees are often of considerable 
thickness, but they are only twenty or 
thirty feet tall and one will supply 
but a small amount of firewood. The 
olive tree is as hard as the apple tree, 
and far more knotty and gnarly. Its 
wood is heavy and is sold by the ton, 
the price now being about $6 for.2,000 
pounds. The wood is brought in on the 
backs of donkeys and camels and ev- 
ery stick has to pay a tax before it 
gets inside the gates of Jerusalem. 

A common fyel here is. charcoal, 
which f{s° made ‘mostly’ of olive wood.

) Solomon’s Pools. 

Another want from which the Holy 
Land suffers is water., The rainfall in 
the southern sections is something like 
six inches and upward a year, the 
amount gradually increasing as one 
goes northward toward Galilee. The 
country has always been one of pools 
and wells, and today every house in 
Jerusalem has its roof so made that 
they drain into cisterns placed in the 
courts. In dry seasons water is sold, 
and the man who has.a spare cistern 
gets a big price for his surplus. Last 
summer the American consul received 
$30 for the water he sold, and the 
American colony outside the city paid 
$40 for a cistern half full. 

Nearly all-the wells of the olden 
times remain, and are pointed out by 
the dragomen. Oné can drink from the 
well where Christ met the Samaritan 
woman, and from that at which Jacob 
met and kissed Rachael. There are 
many oisterns scattered over the coun- 
try, the most of them shaped like 
great pears. 

The pools of Solomon were connected 
by pipes, with Jerusalem a few years 
ago, and for a iime it was thought 
that they would supply the city with 
water., These pools are on the high- 
lands between Beihiehem and Hebron. 
They are cut out of the solid rock, and 
it ig said that they originally held 
abour 40,000,000 gallons. There are 
three of them ranging in height from 
380 to 580 feet. They lie in terraces 
one above the other, being of vary- 
ing widths. The depths are from 25 
to 50 feet. If they were in good con- 
dition they could supply a vast deal of 
water; but as it is, the aqueducts which 
Seélomon built to Jerusalem, have gone 
to ruin, and there is‘ now only a four- 
inch tron pipe running from them to 
this city. The pipe comes in near the 
Dung gate and goes from there to the 
Temple platform. [I stumbled over it 
the other day. I am told the water is 
used almost altogether for the Mosque 
of Omar, although it is connected with 
the fountains of the city and is acas- 
fonally allowed to spurt there. 

In addition to these pools there are 
many others-in and about Jerusalem. 
Thé pdol of ezekiah is fright ‘in the 
heart of the city, not far from the 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher, and the 
pool of Siloam, where our Lord sent 
the blind man to wash, is in the valley 
of Jehosophat, outside the walls.

CLAIMING OUR POUND OF FLESH: 
WARFARE AGAINST FALSE SCALES 


By John Kjellander. 
Chicago, tl. ) 

City Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
(Exclusive Service The Survey Press 
Bureau.) ; 

(Recently there has been an awaken- 
ing to the opportunity for making the 
examination of weignts and measures 
a more valuable protection to the pub- 
lic than the routine work of recent 
years has proved itself. Mr. Kjellander 
has been so successful that the United 
States bureau of standards announced. 
that in Chicago only 5 per cent of the 
scales in retail stores were faulty, 
whereas, in many cities as high as 60 
per cent of the scales gave under- 
weight.) 

Every trade or line of business that 
we have investigated contributes in- 
stances of short weight or measure, 
either through design or custom. In 
Chicago nineteen inspectors are kept 
extremely busy trying to see that the 
consumer gets 16 ounces net weight for 
each pound purchased, and a quart for 
a quart and a peck for a peck. 

We first test all the scales and meas- 
ures and after they have been sealed 
we send inspectors to make purchases 
and learn if the dealers are using the 
scales and measures correctly. We 
found, when we first started this sys- 
tem, a large number of Gealers and 
clerks who couldn ots ee the 16-ounce 
mark on their scales when weighing 
nearly as well as they could that for 
14 ounces. Repeated prosecutions have 
had a wholesome effect. 

I had an ordinance passed providing 
that if milk or cream is sold in glass 
bottles each must have the capacity 
blown into the glass, or otherwise per- 
manently indicated. This made the 
milk dealers and bottle manufacturers 
come in droves demanding that a lee- 
way under and over measure be al- 
lowed. After giving them ample time 
to weed out their short bottles, I sent 
inspectors to test those found in use. 
As a result, $35,000in fines and costs 
was collected. The dealers appealed to 
the supreme court of the state, which 


‘made up later. 


‘said that if it was impossible to make 


every bottle alike. they could hold a 
little bit more. -and that a quart or a 
pint, just what it said, and nothing 
less. . ; 
Our first try-out of, milk bottles 
showed in round figures that 7,000 out 
of 10,000 ran small. Our last test, 
which was made in June, tells an en- 
tirely different story, for, out of 4,500 
bottles, only 500 were small. 


The ordinance regulating ‘the sale of 
bread in Chicago, when I came into of- 
fice, was held invalid by Judge Windes, 
where we are upheld. The bread or- 
dinance drawn up to overcome the ob- 
jections he had made, and we went. be- 
fore him 2 second time on a test case. 
He held against the city again, . and 
we went up to the supreme court, 
wheer we were upheld. The bread or- 
dinance has now been taken up to ihe 
United States supreme court by the 
bakers on an appéal. This is the first 
time in the history of the country that 
this question bas been laid: before the 
highest tribunal in the land. A deci- 
sion is expected in this. matter In the 
near future. 


An ordinance was passed ré- 
quiring that a ticket showing the net 
weight must accompany each load of 
coal and be given by the driver to the 
purchaser upon delivery. This ordi- 
nance stopped the practice of deliver- 
ing an order of say 20 tons in four 


or five loads with a bill covering the ' 


entire amount with the last load. 
Formery, if an inspector stopped one 
of these loads the driver would say he 
did not know how much was on the 
wagon, as it was part of a delivery 
of 10 or 20 tons. The inspector was 
helpless because, if he weighed the 
load and any short weight had been de- 
livered previously, it could always be 
Now, when an inspec- 
tor stops a wagon he must be g.ven a 
ticket showing the weight of that par- 
ticular load. If he finds the weight 
to be short, or if there is. no ticket, a 
card is given the driver for his firm 
asking them to explain why the ordi- 
nance has been violated.

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$100.000,000 DEPOSITS 


IN BANKS OF THE STATE 


There are now in the state of Geor- 
gia 540 state banks, with upward of 
$40,000,000 of capital and surplus and 
$100,000,000 of deposits, and there has 
not been a single failure in three years, 
according to Ben F. Perry, assistant 
to the state treasurer. 

Mr. Perry has just imaugurated a 
new system by which the reports of the 
state banks, 4,860 reports annually, 
will be kept tabulated in one book, 
which will show at a glance In parallel 
columns the date of examination of 
every bank and its precise condition 
on that date, showing resources, )jiabili- 
ties and list of stockholders. 

Notwithstanding the work necessary 
to make up this record, and the lim- 
ited office force, Mr. Perry says that 
every effort will be made by the pres- 
ent force to do the work, realizing that 
it will furnish information so much 
needed and desired by the bankers and 
others interested in the condition of 
state banks, as !t will keep a perfect 
tab on each individual bank and fur- 
nish easy reference thereto. 

In discussing the work of the bank- 
ing bureau, Mr. Perry furnishes tho 
folowing data: 

“The state banking department was 
organized in the treasury department 
n 1889, and the first examinations be- 
gan in 1891 with fifty-seven banks. In 
1900, or ten years thereafter and ten 
years ago, there were only 140 banks, 
which only required annual examina- 
tions and quarterly reports, or 700 re- 
ports in all to be filed.

The or- 
ganization of banks and the work re- 
quired of the banking department has 
doubtless outgrown the expectancy of 
the framers of the law regulating stale 
banks, even the legisiators who in 1907 
ersated the banking bureau, and, there- 
fore, some further legislation is now 
needed to better protect and safeguard 
the interest of bankers and patrons of 
banks. In fact, the work and im- 
portance of the banking bureau has 
grown ‘to such proportions and is of 
such importance to the financial and 
materia] interest and progressive spirit 
of the state, that the best. and most 
experienced service and superyision ‘s 
required to the end that every interest 
may be properly subserved. .It was 
with that in view that an effort waa 
made before the last and the previous 
legislature to get a bill passed amend- 
ire in certain particulars the presen’ 
banking laws of the state, whith will 
doubtless be renewed in the next legts- 
lature, 

“In the opinion of the late Treasurer 
Park, and also of present Treasurer 
Erown and others, the ‘banking bureau 
should be separated from the treasury 
department in order that bank super- 
vision may in no way he handicapped 
or hindered by the duties devolving 
upon the treasurer, and that the best 
service may be rendereq by the men 
charged with bank supervision, etc., 
and this will no doubt some‘ day be 
done. The banking capital and surplus 
of state banks now amounts to approx- 
imately $40,000,000, while the deposits 
aggregate about $100,000,000, repre- 
senting the investment and éarnings of 
people in nearly every city, town and 
hamlet in Georgia. 

“Be it said to the credit of the bank- 
ing bureau and of the financial gondi- 
tion of the state, that there has been 
no failure of state banks in Georgia 
during the past Pnyee Feers, = that

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MANAGER FLEMING’S REPORT 
WAS FEATURE OF MEETING 


Decidedly the most interesting fea- 
ture of the annual! meeting of the Geor- 
gia Fruit Exchange held in this city 
on Tuesday, October 11, when 
the officials who served with 
credit during: the past year were unan- 
imously re-elected, was the complete 
and comprehensive report of Manager 
I. M. Fleming. Manager Fleming went 
into the most intimate details in con- 
nection ‘with the operations of this 
exchange during the past season, and 
showed the wonderful amount of work 
which had been done to accomplish an 
equitable distribution of Georgia's 
bumper peach crop, and at the same 
time secured good prices to the grow- 
ers for the peaches marketed. 

Despite the fact of the bumper crop 
and the fact that the exchange, pre- 
ceding the shipping season, reduced the 
selling commission from 10 to 8 per 
cent, and the commission to the ex- 
change on f. o. b. business from 5 to 
3 per cent, the financial statement 
showed a handsome increase in earn- 
ings over the initial year, which is 
on record as a splendid financial suc- 
cess. By the reduction in the com- 
missions Indicated, between twenty- 
eight and seventy thousand dollars was 
actually returned to the growers in: 
stead of going to the exchange, in the 
shape of net earnings. 

Hig siatement-shows that during the 
past season 99 markets were entered 
by the exchange. It was only through 
this wide distributionvof the crop that 
the éxchange was enabled to secure for 
the Georgia growers high prices when 
there was so much fruit on the mar- 
ket. This showing is especially good 
when it is considered that Texas, 
Arkansas and Missouri were also 
marketing peaches at the same time 
as (seorgia, and Georgia won: out on 
the superior quality of the fruit and 
a more comprehensive distribution of

COTTON SEED MEAL 
IN GREAT DEMAND 


Meal Is Wanted for Export 
as Well as Domestic 
Consumption. 


According to reports received at the 
state capitol from various sections of 
the state, there is a heavy demand for 
cotton seed meal which the oll mills 
of Georgia began to turn out early 
in September. This meal is ‘wanted 
for export as well as for domestic 
consumption. Coupled with this heavy 
demand is the fact that at present 
cotton seed meal, for a mixed fertilizer, 
is less expensive than animal am- 
moniates, a condition which the plant- 
ers of the country are quick to appre- 
clate and take advantage of. These 
facts have become generally dissemi- 
nated, and from all sections of the 
state comes the report of a heavy pur- 
chase of meal and a consequential rise 
in its value. 

Now that winter is approaching, cat- 
tle raisers and dairy owners are «yp pre- 
clating the wonderful feeding value of 
cotton seed meal, and are laying In a 
heavy supply on which to feed their 
cattle during the winter months untfl 
the pastures are jyeady for grazing 
next spring. 

“The continued fine weather -vyhich 
has been enjoyed in this state during 
the fall is allowing the planters to 
harvest their cotton and sell their 
cotton seed to the mills unusually free 
from both dampness and trash. As a

Pain’s “Battle in the Clouds.” 


Nearly everyone who witnesses the 
“Battle in the Clouds” and marvelous 
exhibition of Pain’s fireworks will 
wonder how it is that faces and pic- 
tures are brought out in perfect out- 
line and color with blazing powder. 
For the few minutes the pictures blaze 
on their fram€@s, a big force of work- 
men spend hours of time. Thousands 
of little tubes filled with powder and 
color and shot do the work. 

The work of making portraits is a 
laborious process. First, the chief ar- 
tist takes a photograph of the subject 
and makes a drawing of it on paper. 
The drawing is then worked off in 
little squares, drawWn to an accurate 
scale. The big wooden frame on 
which the fireworks picture is to be 
fastened is laid out on canvas and the 
artist then proceeds to enlarge his 
drawing to its proper proportions, the 
scale in the smaller drawing helping 
to bring out the frame of the large 
portrait. 

The frame is made of wood strips, 
blocked off in squares just 12 inches 
each way. After the outline on the 
canvas has been drawn the mechanical 
end of the work is started. A man 
traces the outline on the frame by 
nailing down rattan strips, following 
every line drawn by the artist, another 
man drives the small wire nails into 
the strips at intervals of 2 inches. Still 
another man with a pair of pinchers 
cuts off the heads of the nails, leav- 
ing a part of the nail] with a sharp 
end. 

Then the fireworks part of the work 
begins. The little cylinders, just 
about the size of a cigarette, are fas- 
tened to the nail ends and the lines of 
the picture to be shown in fireworks 
are traced with these tubes. Various 
colors, properly placed, make the 
shading and bring out the perfect pic- 
ture when the match is applied.

Thomasville, Ga., October 15.—(S8pe- 
cial.)\—-Before reaching Thomasville on 
their Round-the-state Tour the auto 
pilgrims will pass what is regarded as 
one of the most beautiful ,ouses in the 
whole south. It is “Greenwood,” the 
winter home of Colonel Olivér H. 
Payne, well-known clubman and mul- 
timillionaire of New York. 

The place is a far-famed one, and it 
is hoped all] the tourists will take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity offered to 
see it. They will hardly find a more 
beautiful place on their whole 1,000- 
mile trip, or one to which more in- 
terest attaches. 


Greenwood is a splendid example of 
the old ante-bellum home of the co- 
lonia] type. It was designed and built 
in the early forties by Colonel] Thomas 
Jones, @ wealthy planter, who stil] has 
a number of descendants and relatives 
living throughout the state. 

The architectural beauty of Green- 
wood has attracted much attention of 
late years’ and pictures of the house 
have appeared in various leading 
magazines. It is said to be one of the 
most notable examples of classic archi- 
tecture in the south. ‘That it shouwld 
be so is somewhat remarkable, as it 
was built in the days when profes- 
sional architects were almost unknown 
in the south, at least in this part of it; 
and-the house was designed entirely by 
Colonel Jones and:his wife, and is said 
to have been bullt by their own ne- 
groes under their personal’ supervis- 
ion. A magnolia blossom with a 
wréath of leaves carved tipon the front 
of the house is said to have been done 
by a negro with only his pocket knife 
for a tool. 

Upon the death after the war of Col- 
onél Jones, and later of his wife, 
Greenwood was sold, passing through 


one or two hands before becoming the 
property of Colone] Payne. 


Stanford White Finds P'ace Perfect. 


The late Stanford White, the weli- 
knéwn Néw York architect, 


great friend of Colonel Payne and on 


request of the owner came down to 


Thomasville to inspect the house after 
the purchase to see what changes, if 
any, were necessary to'add to its beau- 
ty. Mr. White was here about three 
weeks and spent much time at Green- 


wood, examining the house carefully 


and viewing 
standpoint. Finally he told Colonel 
Payne that he could make no sugges- 
tion at all in regard to any change or 
improvement in it—he found it perfect. 
There was no flaw in its architectural 
beauty. Coming from such a source, 
this opinion was a great compliment 
to the taste of the old-time southern- 
ers who designed it. 

It is not only the house at Green- 
wood that is interesting, however, for 
the grounds are among the most beau- 
tiful in’ the south and ‘are perhaps the 
most extensive. As far as possible the 
owner has tried to preserve the trees 
and shrubbery around the house as 
they were originally planted and there 
are still standing many of the old 
trees with the rose vines clambering 
over them, under which the belles and 
beaux of ante-bellum days whispered 
their vows of love on the summer 
nights of long ago:-~Though not ma- 
terially changed, however, everything 
that taste could suggest and wealth 
provide has’ beén done to add°to the 
beauty of the grounds. 

Marble Fountain From Italy. 


An obiect that is always of especia! 
interest to visitors to Greenwood is 
the large marble fountain on one of 
the terraces. This fountain’ has quite 
an interesting history. It was bought

in Italy by Stanford White especially 
for Colonel Payne and was dug up in 
the grounds of one of the old villas 
buried at the time of the destruction 
of Pompeli and Herculaneum. Mr. 
White was watching the workmen as 
they were excavating for this fountain 
and as piece after piece was unearthed 
and he saw the great beauty of the de- 
sign and workmanship, the thought 
came to him of how much it would add 
to the attractiveness of the grounds 
at Greenwood and he immediately 
cabled Colonel Payne, telling hintwof 
his find. In return Colonel Payne 
cabled to buy it at any cost, and now 
these wonderfully carved statues 
around the fountain, which were 
buried so many hundreds of years, 
look out upon'‘a scene as fair as that 
of the Italy of centuries gone by. 

The. stables at Greenwood attract 
many visitors, and there certainly 
seems everything about them that 
could possibly add to the comfort and 
convenience of horseflesh. They are 
said to have cost in the neighborhood 
of $50,000. :

Every 
year on the southern Memorial Day 
Colonel Payne, who fought on the 
other side, carries a wreath of’ flow.

In the days of the old owners Green- 
wood was noted all through this re- 
gion for its hospitality, and there are 
stil] some of the “old-timers” who de- 
light. to tell of the entertainments and 
gay gatherings under the old roof in 
the halcyon “befo’ de war.” 

Colonel Payne is a bachelor, but is 
a -lavish entertainer... His favorite 
nephéw, Harry Payne Whitney, comes 
down every winter for the hunting. 
Colonei Payne a few years ago gave 
at his residence at Greenwood a 
sumptuous luncheon to the old con- 
federate veterans of Thomasville. The 
old “‘vets’’ tel] wonderful tales of this 
entertainment and the many things 
they had to eat and drink. 

More than 6,000 acras of Thomas 
county land are owned by Colonel 
Payne and muc), of this is pure virgin 
Pine forest. T’o say that the members 
of Thomasville’s lumber colony cast 
covetous eyes upon it expresses it 
mildly, but it is safe to say that there 
is not money enough in the country to 
buy even an acre of it, and should 
some vandal cut just one tree there 
would be trouble*for him. 

There are many miles of fine game 
preserves on the place, where quail 
are abundant and in the woods border- 
ing on the Ochlocknee river many wild 
turkeys are found.
